There will be. general regret in tho 
Colony at:the death of Mr Charles 
William Jeffries, - Director. of tho 
Royal Observatory, Hongkong. Mr 
Jeffries, who had appeared to be in 
normal health on Suturday, suffered 
a stroke at the Star, Ferry Wharf, 
Kowloon, in the evening, and’ was 
immediately taken to the. Kowloon 
Hospltal where, however, his condi- 
tion grew worse and he passed away 
shortly after midnight. 

He js survived by his. wife, well- 
known in benevolent circles in 
Hongkong, and his only child, Mra 
W. A. Mackinlay, who J3 well*known 
to most people in Hongkong for her 
brillant successes with the Hony- 
kong Amateur Dramatic Club. The 
sympathy of many residents will be 
extended to them, 

Mr Jeffries had a long connection 
with the Colony having arrived here 
in 1907. He was born on April 28, 
1882, of n well-known Greenwich 
family, and was cducated ut the 
Royal Hospltal School Greenwich, 
He entered as a Computer the Royal 
Observatory, Greenwich, in April 
1897, and was transferred to the 
Royal Observatory, "Cape of Good 
Hope, in July 1902. He passed 
the examination for oppolntinent to 
the permanent staff of the , Obser- 
vatory on December 22, 1903. ° 
‘ Mr Jeffries was appointed First 
Assistant, Royal Observatory, Hong- 
kong, on August 21, 1907, and 
arrived here on October 9 of the 
same year. He was appointed Chict 
Assistant on June. 14, 1912; and 
Director on July 9, 1932, on the 
retirement of Mr T. F. Claxton. 
He was a member of ‘several of the 
Committees of L’Organisation Meteo- 
rologique Internationale, . and was 
appointed President of the For East 
Regional CommissjJon of L'Organisa- 
tlon Meteorologi{ue Internationale 
(Comimlssion Regionale 11) in 1938, 

Mr Jeffries was a man of great: 
public spirit. He was Chairman’ of 
the Association of Professional Euro- 
pean Civil Servants and Chairmen 
of the Civil Servants. Council. He 
was one of the oldest’ members’ of 
the Hongkong Club, the Royal Hong- 
kong Golf Club, and a Ife momber 
of the Kowloon Cricket Club, 

He was also an actlve member of 
the United Services Recreation Club 
and the. Kowloon’ Bowling. Green 


4Club, having Intely become a keen 


bowls player. He was once well 
isnown os a tennis and cricket player, 
being a very early member of the 
former Wigwam Tennis Club and for 
lonf a keen supporter of the Kowloon 
Cricket Club. 

Mr Jeffries was an enthusiastic

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Immigration Inquiry’ Report. ‘The, 
Report and recommendations, made by 
the Commission which ,wan appointed 
to Inquire Into the Immigration Depart- 
ment, were laid before the Legislative

Tho Commission decided that Mr Rr 
A: D. Forrest, formerly Immigration 
OmMeer, had been guilty of two major 
faults and one minor, and that he had. 
proved himself unfit for the position 
of head of the Inimigration Ofllce, or 
any other department and recommend. 
ed. that, Government. give the: most 
careful coisideration to the question of 
his retention in the public service. 

It wes found that Mr Forrest's two 
major faults were his {allure to in- 
stitute -n proper Mnanciat syttem and 
his disobedience to the Instructions of 
the Governor Jn Council, His minor 
fault was discourtesy and tack of tact. 
This was regarded ns na ninor matter 
because the “Commission. were con- 
vineed that Mr Forrest is normally a 
most courtcgus and polite man, and 
that it was only ocensionally, and then, 
in part at Teast. because of ill-health 
and over-worl, that he lost hls temper 
nnd. transgressed. 

The commission strongly criticised

or so, and pugilism and-wrestling next made their appear- 
ance in the camps of the Athenians, around 900 B.C. 


But like everything else they 
did in those days, the losér was 
‘ buried with ‘full honours, for 
Thesus, son of King Acgus, was 
one of those people ever ready 
to spill blood so’ long as it 
wasn't his own, and placed 2 
ban on the usual leather cestus 
(hand. covering) and replaced 
.them with spiked knuckle-dus- 
ters, ¢ : : 


As a promoter, he was in the top 
arade, “He made sure he wouldn't 
be ‘bothered excessively by chal- 
lengers by ensuring that neither of 
the fighters would beable to evade 
the other's attentions, Footwork 
was not one of the arts.

WASHINGTON.--Tho 


United States Government is 
beginning to draft extensive 
plans to protect the entire 
civilian population from mass 
air attacks, ° 


Detailed blueprints for quick 
construction of bomb shelters, 
capable of housing six to 200 
persons, are being sent to state 
and local defence councils, 


Immediate building of the shel- 
ters Is not being asked‘ but {mmedi- 
ute preparation Is encouraged so that 
they’ can. de put up quickly ond cf- 
ficiently. : ‘ , 

These bomb shelter blueprints are 
part of a special bulletin prepared 

y the War Department giving latest 
information on aerial attacks .and 
menns of defence, most of it drawn 
from British experience. ~ 


Peacctime Utility 


Special emphasis. is placed on the 
desirability of designing . shelters 
with a view to their peacetime uses, 

Multi-storey garages, the ‘lower 
floors of which. may be employed 
as shelters, are suggested, Shelters 
wear factories are expected to have 
n peacetime use ag storage sheds, 
Refuges near banks and in fnancial

or depositories for precious metals,

The decrease in Small-pox figures 
is to a certain extent, duc to the 
education of the Chinese in the value 
of .vaccination.- The Chinese seem 
fo have lost thelr prejudice but they. 
are still reluctant to allow their 
infants to be vaccinated. This is one 
Yeason why the majority of Small- 
pox cases occur among infants, . 


On the other hand, the Chinese are 
not fo willing to‘avail themselves of 
the protection afforded by inoculation 
against Cholera.

INEVITABLE HAPPENS ° 


-HITLER’S repudiation of his | 
frlendship pact with Russia and the 
consequent military invasion, of 
that country by the Nazi armies and 
Luftwaffe is a typically cynical move 
by the German dictator, but only 
tho very naive will regard [t with 
complete surprise. To most political 
and military observers it was felt 
that the severance of Nazi-Sovict 
relations was Inevitable, .sooner or 
later, *: 


Hitler, attempting to justify his 
newest act of aggression, claims that 
Russia joined the Axis pact in 1939 
in order to be opportunistic and that 
she hn consistently violated both 
the spirlt and letter of the agree- 
ment, But opportunism regarding the 
strange friendship was by no means 
‘one-sided; Germany sought the pact 
and ochleved it purely for her own 
gins, and the fact that it suited 
Russia at that time serves only to 
underscore its obviows superfictality. 
Undoubtedly Germany wag vastly 
Upset when_Russla,..displaying_more | 
shrewdness .than “the Nozlg had 
thought possible, tool the fullest 
advantage of the pact to selze im- 
portant and strategic territory in the 
Baltic, Poland and Bessarabia. It 
was all against German interests, 
both sentimentally and militarily, for 
Russla to grab portions ‘of Finland 
and to set up threatening bases in 
the Baltic, and it was clearly a ques- 
tion of time before Germany would 
challenge Russia. ® 


Now that this has happened = the 
“big. issue is how | effectively — the 
Soviets can. defend themselves. 
They have donstantly boasted of 
possessing one of the strongest and 
best equipped armies and navics 
in the world,.and it is noteworthy 
that they have contributed towards 
one or two of the novel features of 
modern warfare, in particular the 
use of parachute troo; ind. 
bergh, when he visited Europe a few 
years ago, wrote contemptuously of 
the Russian oir force, but its actual 
strength or Weakness hos yet to be 
tested, “ The testing time hos come 
dnd the world will wait with bated 
breath to see .the result.

Bombers And Fighters . .

Russian pilots have a good reputa- 
tion. The strength of the Russian 
alr force is a secret which has been 
closely and successfully guarded.

Large Army. 

As to the Army, the Russians .can 
call upon mony more men than the 
Germans who further have now many 
commitments, having to keep large 
forces In France, Norway and other 
occupied countries in the west.

But tho Russians too have a very 
fine mechanised corps, including

In ‘armaments: generally, the 
Russians -are very strong and even 
if the man behind the guns is not 
na expert us the German, the quan~ 
tity and quality of the Russian 
material may well prevail. 

Mistakes In Finland

The Chief Justice sutd: Last Satur- 
day morning 1 received the news of 
‘the death of Philip Jacks who six 
yenrs ogo retired after n Jong and 
honourable carcer in the public’ scr- 
vieo of this Colony. 

Jacks was-n solicitor of th: 
Supreme Court of Judicatiire in Eng- 
land when he came to Hongkong in 
1905 ns Assistant Land Officer and in 
the early years of his service | Kis 
activities were confined to-work In 
the Land Office with the exception of 
nine months which he spent as Act- 
Ing Crown Solicitor, As Land Oficcr 
he compiled a Digest regarding the 
disposal and tenure of land in Hong- 
kong which is still-of Immense valuc 
to those engaged in land dealings and 
in conveyancing In the Colony. 

Valued Friendship 


In January, 1022, he was calcd to 
the Bar and in 1927, he first sat on 
the Bench os Actingg Puisne Judge. 
From then onwards until he retired 
on pension a great part of his time 
was spent on Judiclal worle, 

When I arrived in. this colony in 
February, 1034, Jacks was my, first 
Pulsne Judge and there then’ Began 
a friendship which I valued highly.
